SEND 17 THURSDAY 








The Upland selective service | 


board will send 17 men to the in- 
duction center in Los Angeles on 
Thursday of this week, according 
to Edgar Pierce, chief clerk in 
charge of the Upland office. 

On the same day, Mr. Pierce 
will also have a group of 29 men 
reporting for their physical ex- 
aminations. Those passing the 
examination will be inducted at a 
later date. 

26 DELINQUENTS 

Mr. Pierce’s records show that 
on August 1, he had 26 men list- 
ed as delinquents in the opinion 
of the selective service regulation. 
The all-time high for this list was 
42, in January of this year. This 
is no doubt a very good percent- 
age,-inasmuch as the Upland 
cffice has handled registrations of 
8,879 men and boys, of which 
about 3,000 are above military 
age, 45 years. 

Mr. Pierce explains that being 
delinquent, does not always indi- 
cate that a boy or man is subject 
to prosecution, In some instances 
they have moved away, joined the 
service at some other city, and 
have neglected to clear the rec- 
ords where they originally regis- 
tered.

County Supervisors 
Keep Lid on Sate

The board of county supervis- 
ors Monday agreed not to lift the 
ban on the sale of fireworks in 
San Bernardino county. 

Commercial interests in the 
county handling fireworks had 
asked for the removal of the reg- 
ulation, on the argument it would 
then be possible for the public 
to have fireworks for the observ- 
ance of an armistice day for the 
present European war.

Aid to the needy aged in San 
Bernardino county appears to be 
stabilizing, according to a recent 
survey of county records. 

In July, 1948, there were 4,728 
people on the old age aid rolls in| 
the county, the association found. 
High point for the year was 
reached in November, 1943, with 
4,780 persons receiving this kind 
For June, 1944, the rolls 
showed 4,720 ‘persons receiving aid 
to the needy aged. June, 1944, 
payments in the county totalled 
$224,225, an. average of $47.51 per 
person, For the year ending June 
30, 1944, $2,697,100 was paid out 
in aid to the needy aged in the 
county. 

Throughout the state, the needy 
aged received $88,646,372 for the 
fiscal year 1943-44, with 157,605 
persons on the rolls for June, 1944. 





WAR EXPENDITURES 

On June 30 the nation conclud- 
ed its second full fiscal year of 
the war. Last week Treasury 
Secretary Henry Morgenthau re- 
ported the total cost of the year. 
War expenditures were $98,721,- 
000,000 which is 19.6 per cent 
more than the previous fiscal 
year, and mare than three times 
the total outlay for World War 
I. 

By principal categories the 
year’s expenditures had, been: 
$49,302,000,000 for the War De- 
partment: $34,538,000,000 for the 
Navy; $3,811,000,000 for the Mari- 
time Commission; $1,921,000,000 
for the War Shipping Adminis- 
tration; $1,431,000,000 for the 
Treasury Department, principal- 
ly for lend-lease; and $2,142,000,- 
000 for the Department of Agri- 
culture, also largely for lend-lease.
